N the Year 1509, and particularly towards 


the latter End thereof, every thing was ve- 


dear in thisCountry; and the Scarcity being ſo 


reat, abundance of Malabarians died for want of 


leceſſaries, and others were forced to ſell them- 


elves for Slaves in that Extremity. The Portu- 


xeſeChurch here, being very large and populous, 
ook hold. of this Opportunity, and bought a 
Ireat many of theſe poor People for Slaves, one 
eing fold from Twenty to Forty Fauo, or from 
light to Sixteen Shillings Engliſh, When they 
ad bought up the Number of Fourſcore Heads, 
he Pater Vicarius appointed a ſolemn Day, fot 
dminiſtring the Baptiſmal AF to all theſe Souls 
t once. At the ſet Day, they went altogether in 
ne Body or Proceſſion, being accompanied by 
ome who beat the Malabar-Drams, and others 
ho play*d on the Flute; theſe being the uſual 
aſtruments the Heathens make uſe of both ar

The whole Pageantry being thus muſtered y 
the Sacrament of Baptifm was miniſtred to the 
ignorant W retches, without ſo much as aski 
them one Queſtion about the Subſtance of the 
Tranſactions; and being thus ſprinkled one aft 
another, they were led back in the ſame pomp 
Manner ; the aforeſaid reverend Father, orderin 
abundance of Caſs, (a very ſmall Coin, Eight 
whereof make one Faro) to be thrown among th 
People as they went home. And theſe ſo 
Performances, whereby they make daily Additi 
ons to the Church of Rome, are extolled by then 
as extraordinary Acts of Devotion, and the 
Church ſet out, as the moſt flouriſhing of all other 

How their Miſſionaries carry on this Work i 
other Parts of the Eaſt, I cannot tell yet; but 
they don't manage it with greater Wiſdom an 
Application, than what we ſee here ; all the Ac 
ceſſions they gain to ſupport their Party, wil 
prove at laſt but ſorry Ornaments to a Chord 
that pretends to ſo many Prerogatives above 
thers. At leaſt we may learn by this Inſtanct 
what to think of the high Boaſts, wherewitl 
Tome Popiſh Miſſionaries have ſtuffed their Books 
telling us, that they have converted Thouſand 
within the Compaſs of one Year ; which ſort d 
Converſion, is undoubtedly much of the fan: 
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amp, as that which we have ſeen performed 


re. 
Some of theſe Roman-Catholick Converts have 
en with us. After ſome Diſcourſe with them, 
e found they did not know ſo much as one 
ord of the Lord: Prayer. Some Weeks ago a 
«man deſired, that he might lodge with us 
r ſome time: We did not know, whether he was 
cerely diſpoſed to be inſt ructed in the Princi- 
les of Chriſtianity z; or whether perhaps he 
ight be an Emiſſary, ſent to get Intelligence 
out our Life and Conduct. But after having 
iſcourſed him a while, he confeſſed at laſt, he 
id been baptized Five Years ago by the Roman- 
tholicks, and fo ſuppoſed, he was now become 
Member of the true Church already, though 
the ſame time, all that he knew of the Chri- 
an Religion was, that one Time he was ſprin- 
ed with Water, and thereby made a Chriſtian. 
le carried ſtill about him the uſual Badge, 
hereby theſe ignarant Prieſts uſe to diſtinguiſh 
emſelves from the common Pecple, which is 
little heatheniſh Idolet faſtened before their 
reaſt. * He alſo ſtill anointed, after the Way 
the heatheniſh Prieſts, his Breaſt and Fore- 
ead, with an Ointment, made of Aſhes and 
ow-dung, and other filthy Ingredients. This 
the Effect, the Method of converting Hea- 
bens, obſerved by the Popiſh Miſſionaries, pro- 
uceth in theſe Countries.
